Auditor of Public 
Accounts of Kentucky, to-day deals 
With the situation growing out of tho 
failure of W. J. Semonln. former Coun 
ty Clerk of Jefferson county, to moot 
a check which he gave in settlement of 
his report to the State for the month 
of June last, and answers the attempt¬ 
ed criticism of himself in Louisville in 
the matter. Judge Hager deals with 
his subject in a concise manner, re 
viewing the provisions of the law as 
to counity officials and their reports to 
the Stafte department of which he is the 
head, and declaring that, until the re¬ 
turn of the check, no Information came 
to his office that there was anything 
wrong with Clerk Semonin’s accounts. 

Judge Hager says that so far as his 
office is advised, Mr. Santonin's short¬ 
age with the State of Kentucky is con¬ 
fined solely to the collection of license 
taxes for the month of June, a total of 
$15,773.50. and for such money collected 
for the days of July, before he turned 
his office over <to his successor, Mr. 
Thompson. He says that t* e total re¬ 
pents to Uhe State and payments to the 
Treasurer by Semonln since he, Hager, 
became Auditor of Public Accounts 
amountts to $751,993.66. all of which Jus 
been reported and paid as required by 
law, the payments being made once In 
each month, save the check which was 
returned unpaid. Stating the facts,

No Middle Ground For the 
Haywood Jury. 


Clarence Darrow’s Final Plea 
For the Defense. 


Continuance Asked By Prosecution, 
and Granted On Consent of Coun¬ 
sel For Former County Clerk. 


Speedy disposition was mado of the 
case of Wm. J. Semonln, former County 
Clerk, arrested Tuesday afternoon by 
Col. Haagf^r and Detective Iloss and 
charged with embezzlement, when it 
was called In tho Police Court yester¬ 
day morning, a continuance being 
granted until August 7. This was upon 
tho request of Prosecutor Robert J 
Hagan and on tho consent of Aaron 
Kohn, counsel for tho defendant. 

Tho knowledge that Mr. Semonln 
would bo proeonted in court called out 
a large number of his friends and the 
Idly curious who can always be counted 
on when anything that promises a sen¬ 
sation is bil^jd for tho court. Tho lat¬ 
ter, however, were as greatly disap- 


Judge Blain took the bench a few 
minutes after 0 o'clock and soon former 
Sheriff Henry Bell, who has been close¬ 
ly associated with Mr. Semonln In poli¬ 
tics, came into tho court room and 
walked over to where Mr. Semonln. 
Mr. Kohn and Rutnsey Kinney, Mr. 
Semonin’s son-in-law. were standing in 
front the bench. Mr. Semonln had been 
In tho court room since 8:50 o’clock. 
It was not long after Mr. Bell's ap¬ 
pearance in the court room that tho 
case against Mr. Semonln was reached. 

As soon as the case was called Prose¬ 
cutor Hagan stood up and said: 

"We will ask a continuance of that 
case until August 7, so as to give us 
time to have the books in the County 
Clerk’s uffico examined.” 

With a nod of his head Mr. Kohn 
assented to tho continuance and Judge 
LT.oin asked if Mr. Semonln was on 
bond and ordered that the same bund 
of $25,000 be in force until the case 
comes up in August. 

Mr. Eemonn Prepared To P*y. 

Last night Mr. Semonln would say 
nothing regarding the charge against 
him further Ulan thun When the time 
came for him to pay the money, 
which ho is alleged to be short, any 
fndebtenduess to both State and coun¬ 
ty would be soiled. Mr. Semonln 
seemed to bo work'd but little and 
when asked how he felt he replied, 
Fine us I can,” 

"I have nothing to sviy regarding this 
matter,” he said, "except to reiterate 
my statement that when the time 
cornes for nu* to pay this alleged 
shortage, provided there is any. It will 
be done. By this 1 mean that any 
Indebtedness to both the State and 
county will be paid by me when I 
uni called upon to do so.” 

Folowlng closely upon the heels of 
his nrrest, the Brecher-Buck Company, 
a mantel making concern, and the 
Louisville Interior Decorating Com¬ 
pany, yesterday afternoon filed me¬ 
chanics liens against Mrs. fattay Se¬ 
monln, wife of the former County 
C'lery.

YET UNCLEARED. 


MONEY AMOUNTING TO $64 AND 
WATCH MISSING FROM 
POCKETS. 


Bowling Green, Ky., July 24.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The mystery surrounding the 
death of C. S. Einbry, whoso body 
was found Sunday morning near the 
railroad- bridge, has not yet been 
cleared up, though the conviction is 
becoming stronger than ever that he 
was murdered.

Justifying the articles pub¬ 
lished in the Miners* Magazine, the of¬ 
ficial organ of the Western Federation 
of Miners. Mr. Darrow said the action 
of Steunenberg in asking for United 
States troops to quell riot and the es¬ 
tablishment of martial law in 1899 was 
unjustifiable and had properly stirred 
up Intense feeling In labor circles 
against the Governor. 

Mr. Darrow's argument, unfinished 
to-night, developed into an appeal for 
labor as against capftal and a denun¬ 
ciation of ail opposition to the unions. 
He held an audience startled and open- 
mouthed as one after another of the 
sentiments poured from his lips. His 
attack on Orchard was expected and in 
this respect he fulfilled and surpassed 

the limit of sensation.

Budapest. July 24.—The lure of the 
United States as a land of oppor¬ 
tunity and wealth to the people of 
Hungury has brought about a serious 
state of affairs In the village of Kerl- 
sova, near Lugos, that at the last cen¬ 
sus had a population of 3,500 souls. One 
by one the male residents of Kerlsova 
heard the call across the water, and 
they emigrated In batches until such 
time as the Mayor was the only adult 
male to remain by the village. Finally 
he also succumbed to the reports of 
good wages and golden chances in 
America, gent back by hia fellow 
townsmen^ and packing his trunk he 
made his way to the emigrant ship at 
Flume. 

As a result of this exodus of mules, 
the women of Kerlsova have Just elect¬ 
ed a young woman to the position of 
Mayor, and other female residents 
have been elected to fill the remain 
der of the municipal offices. The stmt 
utos in Hungary provide that no fe¬ 
male shall hold public office, and. ac 
Cording to the letter of the law. the 
presence of the women In office is il¬ 
legal.

BYRD ANSWERS 
JUDGE MOODY 


Sharply Criticises Rulings 
In Hargis Case. 


Court’s Decisions Called “A 
Great Judicial Wrong.” 

Lengthy Statement of Com¬ 
monwealth’s Position. 


WHY ATTORNEYS WITHDREW 


Winchester, Ky., July 24.—[SpcciKl.]— 
A. Floyd Byrd, of the legal firm of 
Byrd & Jouett, who hus been the lead 
'big figure In all of the prosecutions 
growing out of the Breathitt county 
assassinations, furnished the Courier- 
Journal with an Interview to-duy in re¬ 
sponse to a statement recently made 
by Special Judge W. B. Moody, who 
presided at the recent triad of Judge 
James Hargis at Sandy Hook. 

Mr. Byrd said it was distasteful 
hirm to engage in a controversy with 
one who has held the high position of 
Circuit Judge, but that in view of the 
present situation and the many con¬ 
flicting reports of the trial In the press 
dispatches and the published Interview 
with Judge Moody, he deemed it best 
to give his side of the question to the 
public. He said the impression which 
prevailed that he or the Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney, John M. Waugh, 
moved to dismiss the case against Har¬ 
gis or even consented to the dismissal 
of it, was entirely false und without 
foundation, as he and his associate 
counsel took no further part in the 
proceedings alter withdrawing from 
the case. 

Mr. Byrd characterizes the ruling of 
Judge Moody as one of the greatest 
judicial wrongs ever committed in tht 
S*tate, and says that It was the duty 
of the court, under the statute, to 
grant a continuance of the case upon 
the* proof presented by the repruson- 

tatlves of uhe Comm omvea 1th.

Removal Fraudulent. 


Mr. Byrd reiterates his former state 
ment that the cases were transferred 
from Breathlltt county to Elliott county 
by Judge William Carnes through 
fraud, and he says that in support of 
this c ontention he furnished Judge 
Moody with an affidavit sworn to by 
Robert Cecil, of Hazel Green. In which 
the latter alleged that he overheard 
Attorney Will A. Young, chief counsel 
for Hargis, say before tlie change of 
venue was grunted by Judge Carnes 
tha.t the trials would not be held in 
Breathitt county. Young’s prophecy, 
he says, was fulfilled, although Judge 
Carnes in making the transfer, could 
assign no reason for selecting a place 
so Inaccessible and in every way so 
unsuitable as Sandy Hook, to which 
place, he says, it was apparent to all 
K. would be impossible for the witnesses 
to reach. 

Mr. Byrd also charges In his Inter¬ 
view that because of the powerful in¬ 
fluence of Jim Hargis In Elliott coun¬ 
ty it would have been impossible for 
the Common wealth lo have obtained 
fair and Impartial trial of the case, a* 
the Circuit Judge. M. M. Redwine; the 
County Attorney. A. P. Redwine. and 
the Democratic nominee for Circuit 
Judge, J. B. Hanna, were all working 
with might and main for the acquittal 
of the Breathitt feud leader. These 
facts, he says, were called officially to 
the attention of Judge Moody in an 
effort to get him to remand the cidfos 
back to Breathitt county for trill. Fol¬ 
lowing is the interview prepared by 
Mr. Byrd and concurred in by Messrs 
Jouett and Waugh: 

A. Floyd Byrd, who, with B. U. 
Jouett, of this place, assisted Common¬ 
wealth Attorney Waugh In the prosecu¬ 
tion of Judge Hargis at Sandy Hook, 
in response to an inquiry as to whether 
he desired to make any comments upon 
the statement given to the pres.- by 
Judge W. B. Moody, who presided at 
the trial, said: 

Mr. Jouett and myself had decided not 
to make any public statement as to the 
court’s clearly erroneous ruling in fall¬ 
ing to remand that case to Breathitt 
county, und as to his absolutely arbitrary 
and indefensible action in forcing the 
Commonwealth Into trial In the tact of 
the unavoidable absence of Us most ma¬ 
terial witnesses; and we come to that 
decision out of respect for our courts us 

matter of principle. 

Inasmuch, however, as Judge Moodj, 
without being attacked, has seen fit to 
rusih into print in a carefully prepared 
defense of his course, we deem it proper, 
both In Justice to ourselves and to the 
public, who are entitled to know ilio 
truth, to lay bare a few of tho bald facts 
connected with what we believe to be as 
great a Judicial wrong as was ever com¬ 
muted In this State. 

• • • 

Did Not Expect Trial. 


July 9 was designated for the trial of 
this case by Special Judge Daugherty, ft 
Owingyvllle, who was never commis¬ 
sioned. and who notified the Governor 
that he would not act. No appointment 
n Judge was made until Thursday, 
July 4. From the published Interview in 
the Lexington Herald of "Chief Counsel” 
\V. A Young, that the defendant would 
not press for a trial at this speciul term 
If the Commonwealth was not ready, but 
would insist upon a speedy trial; from 
the late hour at which the appointment 
of a special Judge was made we were 
led to believe und did believe that no trial 
of the* case could be had or would be in¬ 
sisted upon either by the court, the de¬ 
fendant or anyone else at this special 
term. 

Upon learning on Saturday, July 6. of 
the appointment of Mr. Moody as speci.il 
judge, we immediately wrote him both 
at Eminence und New Castle, asking him 
to make an order for the personal attend¬ 
ance of tho Commonwealth's witnesses 
who resided out of tho State, and in¬ 
closed him the necessary statement au¬ 
thorizing such orders, us well as the or¬ 
der itself to be signed by him. These, we 


learned from him, ho did not got before 
leaving his homo for Sandy Hook. 

We also Immediately secured subpoenas 
for all our witnesses who resided in the 
State and placed them In the hands of 
the proper officers for execution, and 
m^st of our witnesses were actually sum¬ 
moned. 

This was the utmost diligence that we 
could have exercised, for It would have 
been alwurd to earlier obtain orders for 
the attendance of the nonresident wit¬ 
nesses. or otherwise prepare for the trial, 
whi n there was no Judge to try the case, 
and apparently there would be none ap¬ 
pointed In time for the special term. Be¬ 
tides, under the statute, orders for tlie 
attendance of witnesses could only be 
made in vacation by the Judge. 

• • • 

Refusal To Waive Notice. 


Upon the calling of the case tho Com¬ 
monwealth's attorneys stated to the court 
and to the defendant und his attorneys 
that there wore some motions wiUlch iho 
Commonwealth desired to make, whicu 
required written notice, unlcsx notice was 
waived by* the defendant; that they first 
desired to file a petition and enter a mo¬ 
tion for a change of venue, which re¬ 
quired reasonable notice, and if that 
should be overruled, th«*y then desired to 
enter motion to remand the caeca to 
Breathitt county, which required ten 
day’s notice. The defendant’s attorney 
refused to w*aive tho notice, whereupon 
the attorneys for the Commonwealth 
stated In open court that it Was their 
purpose to Immediately give tho required 
notice and enter the motion. 

The court then overruled the Common¬ 
wealth's demurrer to the Jurisdiction In 
all the cases, and called the case against 
James Hargis for trial A large number 
o! the Commwiwralth’s witnesses being 
absent, the case was passed until Mon¬ 
day. July lb. Meantime, on th's same 
first day the notice* above mentioned 
wore executed on the defendants, fixing 
July 10 for the motion for change of 
venue and July 19. tin* curliest day under 
tho law. for the motion to remand. It Is 
hardly necessary to discuss the motion 
for a change of venue, as the court ba^c-d 
his ruling upon tho question of law as to 
which there might be a difference of 
optn tun. It may be remembered, however.

Brussels, July 24.—The close of King 
Leopold s long struggle to stave off tho 
annexation of the Congo to Belgium and 
retain his persona] sovereignty over this 
rich and extensive African state is fore¬ 
shadowed j a the agreement reached on 
July between the Belgian and the Congo 
Governments elaborating the terms 
upon which the Congo Free State shall 
. lhe Possession of Belgium, 
his transfer will mark an Important 
epoch for the Congo as heretofore tho 
entire conduct of affairs, civil and mil¬ 
itary, has been under the personal di¬ 
rection of King Leopold and a cabinet 
of Congo officers entirely separate from 
and independence of Belgium, whereas 
• he new regime will make the Belgian 
Government Instead of the King indi¬ 
vidually responsible for the conduct of 
Congo affairs. 

The British and American Govern¬ 
ment* have favored the placing thta 
governmental responsibility on Bel¬ 
gium, us the British offlctals have made 
the point that there was a great diffi¬ 
culty in dealing with the Congo In 
view of its anomalous position, as a 
personal dependency of the King, 
whereas foreign governments could deai 
with it through the diplomatic chan¬ 
nels if the Belgian Government assum¬ 
ed responsibility for Jls administration. 
• • • 

Leruair’s Charges, 

The proposed transfer comes at a 
time when Maj. Lemalr'a charges of 
Congo atrocities arc again directing 
attention to the administration, 
v barges of this nature have heretofore 
aroused much resentment In Europo 
and the United States and tho Congo 
administration has sought to meet 
them in part by the investigations of 
a commission, the report of which dis¬ 
closed many serious abuses. Major Lo- 
matr now renews the attack with a ve¬ 
hemence and authoritative status 
which gives added effect to his charges. 

For five months after the Belgian 
Parliament committed Itself last De¬ 
cember to the principle of annexation 
Count Smet de Naeyr, the Premier and 
strong personal friend of the King 
blocked the way and the parliamontry 
commission appointed to Investigate the 
Intricacies of the Congo financial ad¬ 
ministration was powerless to get at 
the facts. 

Tho de Tross Government assumed 
power in May upon the promise to 
push the question, but there Is a sus¬ 
picion that it had made an agreement 
with the King, who was ready at lost 
to yield on the question of annexation 
through fear of the Intervention by 
outside Powers, but who. It Is believed, 
has no intention of permitting the Bel¬ 
gian Parliament. If he can prevent It, 
to pry too closely into the Congo ad¬ 
min I strait ion. Tlie question of the re¬ 
sponsibility of the future administra¬ 
tion of the Congo under a regime of 
annexation ta to be, therefore, the real 
Issue.

The 
Belgian roysdtats (Conservatives, Cleri¬ 
cals ami a faction of the Moderates), 
want the law to practically convert liie 
present Congo administration Into an 
autonomous government, not respon¬ 
sible to Farllament. 

Tht* erther side (Liberals and Radi¬ 
cals). also desire to give tho Congo 
full autonomy. bu?t lr.stat that unless 
the tuimi nisi rati on is mude directly re¬ 
sponsible to the Belgian Parliament 
there will be no way of correcting pres¬ 
ent abuses and preventing the exploi¬ 
tation of the natives for the benefit of 
the rubber and Ivory companies. 

In other w^rda they say tho humani¬ 
tarian reasons which now exist for an¬ 
nexation would be defeated and the 
whole scheme for getting the Congo out 
of the clutches of Us i»n*seut malad- 
mintatration might as well be aban¬ 
doned. 

Tho Indications are that the whole 
subject will be threched out in Parlia¬ 
ment during the fall and that January 
or February, 190$, will see the Congo 
Free State a colony of Belgium Instead 
of a personal dependency of King Leo¬ 
pold.

A CONFERENCE TO MORROW. 


Raleigh. N. C.. July 24.—A confer- 
enco to decide upon plan* In th'* rail¬ 
road rate cases In which Gov. Glenn, 
the counsel for the Slate In prosecuting 
employed by the State In prosecuting 
violations of the State railroad law. 
took part, ended shortly before 6 
o’clock to-night without any determin¬ 
ation being reached.

The peace propositions submitted by 
Mr. Sanford and rejected by Gov. Glenn 
are as follows: 

First, (hat the Injunction suit should 
be speeded ami gotten ready for final 
hearing at once; 

Second, that the habeas corpus cases 
decide on here should b. carried to 
the Superior Court by appeal; 

Third, that the Green case at Raleigh, 
in which the Southern railway was 
fined $30,000. should be carried by the 
railway company to the Supreme Court 
of the State at once, and if fnat court 
should affirm the judgment of the Su¬ 
perior Court, the railway company 
should sue out a writ of error to the 
Supreme Court of the United States; 

Fourth, that all future proceedings 
under the rate law in the State Court 
shall be suspended until the Supreme 
Court of the U/iited States can render 
final Judgment, settling the contro¬ 
versy.

Th«*y also stat¬ 
ed that Will Britton and Blbort Hargis 
had been stationed up the street to give 
them notice when Dr. Cox came in that 
direct ion. 

We were Informed that the prinicpal de¬ 
fense beyond the stvreotpyed denial of 
ompliclty In th* crime would las an at- 
empt to refute these confession* by en- 
tcavoring to prove an alibi for John Ab¬ 
ner by showing that he waa not In Jack¬ 
son at the time Dr. Cox was killed but 
that he was up In Perry county, forty 
miles away.

It is true, as suited by Judge Moody,

It showed to th© court in substance 
that the Commonwealth would prove by 
the above witnesses that John Abner and 
Ashberry Spicer were sent for by Ed Cal¬ 
lahan. one of the alleged conspirators, to 
come to Jackson upon this occasion; that 
on the night of the killing they were 
s*>on on the»r way from Jackson to their 
home, staying all that night and all the 
next day with one of the witnesses; that 
the day after the shooting. John Abner 
stayed in concealment at the home of one 
of sold witnesses, but left there on the 
following night; and that upon that night 
he was seen by another of said witness*** 
who put him across the middle fbrk of 
Kentucky river In a ferryboat at the 
mouth of Canoe Fork and talked with 
him. Abner compelling to party to put 
him across the river to extinguish his 
lanteni lest he might b© discovered. In 
this conversation Abner stated that he 
had been to Jackson the day before.

THE DANGER OF BATHING.

We learn with regret that a lady dwell 
ing In a remote town of Colorado, while 
taking a bath in a stationary tub, raised 
her hand to an electric-light fixture, in 
'eitflihg to illuminate th© proceeding, and. 
her hand being wet, formed an electric 
circuit which shocked her to death. This 
illustrates anew th© dangers of bathing. 
It seems only tho other day that we read 
in a Canadian newspaper of a young per¬ 
son who. while bathing, slipped on a cake 
of soap and fell out of the window. No 
explanation of th© architectural pecultarl 
ties of the house wore given, but they 
must have been interesting. The bath 
has always been more or less dangerous, 
since lung before Marat’s day. but this 
Colorado incident adds a new horror to 
the bathing habit, nnd w© trust that 
measures will be taken speedily to pre¬ 
vent a repetition of such a calamity. If 
the lady ha/1 been cautious enough to 
wear n rubber suit with gloves to match 
while twthing she would have been com¬ 
pletely insulated and could hare laughed 
at danger. Or she might have contented 
herself with a humbler and less brilliant 
means of Illumination, but then the dif¬ 
ficulty of satisfactorily striking a match 
while bathing presents Itself. We learn 
from the dispatch selling forth the sad 
particulars that the circuit waa estab¬ 
lished by the hand of the lady coming In 
contact with the glob© of the electric light 
Globes are generally made of glass, and 
th© Incident thus becomes scientifically 
unique as well as humanely lamentable-

under th© shed, which circumstances he 
accurately and minutely described, testl- 
fyingf urther that he saw three fresh, 
empty shotgun shells lying under this shed 
near th«* trucks where the men had been 
standing and also saw* shells of some 
character near the gate between the barn 
lot and Hargis’s back yard.

Arise White’s Evidence. 


Judge Moody at first took the position 
that he had no right to gram a continu¬ 
ance on account of the absence of wit¬ 
nesses who lived out of the Slate, but w© 
read to him the case of White vs. Com¬ 
monwealth, 80 Ky., 4S<>. in which the Court 
of Appeals held distinctly that nonresi¬ 
dent witnesses stood upon the same foot¬ 
ing exactly with resident witnesses in this 
rospeot, and that Ch© case should be con¬ 
tinued if there w«*s any showing of the 
probability tlutt the witnesses could be 
obtained at the next trial. This is th© 
leading case in Kentucky and is the con¬ 
trolling authority upon this question. In 
that oplnJon Che court says: 

"Ordinarily, where the evidence of the 
absent witnesses is material, where rea¬ 
sonable diligence has been used to secure 
his attendance, and there are reasonable 
grounds made to appear that the pres¬ 
ence of the witness can be had by a post¬ 
ponement or continuance, the postpone- 
metn or continuance should be aJl.»wed. 
Here the materiality is unquestioned; 
there was no want of diligence on tho 
part of th© appellant, and upon the face 
of the affidavit, which is not contra dieted, 
there appear reasonable grounds to believe 
that the attendance of the witness could 
have been had at the next term of court. 
Whether the witness Is a resident of 
the lSat© or nonresident and aJhsem from 
the State, the Inquiry In either case Is 
the sum©: Is the eydenca mait-rial lias 
diligence been used th seeure his attend¬ 
ance. and are there reasonable grounds to 
beUeve that the presence of the witness* 
will be had by a continuance? The ques- 
ton is not whether the court can enforce 
the attendance, because If that w*er true 
a continuance could not be had on account 
of t»>© absence of a cittern of this State, 
who was a»t Hie time within the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of another sovereignty. In neither 
case could coerrixe protress be applied. 
The rlglu to a continuance In either case 
would depend upon the prohablltles of the 
witness coming wd-thln or submitting him- 
self to the Jurisdiction of th© court. The 
court erred In refusing the continuance.’'

branded on the left fore shoulder of an 
animal make up your mind at once 
that the beast Is or tvos at one time 
the property of our rich old Uncle Sam. 

Then, again. If you know the key to 
the system of branding utilized by the 
Quartermaster's Department, U. S. A., 
you would In a moment, says the 
Washington Post, be able to tell tho 
organization of the army to which the 
animal was assigned Immediately after 
purchase by the GovermnenL 

Last October, when the army of Cu¬ 
ban pacification w*as being embarked 
from Newport News, Va., many of the 
army horses and mules awaiting ship¬ 
ment became mixed with those of other 
organizations, but it only needed the 
knowledge of Sergt. Casey to decipher 
the hoof brajids and dispatch the ani¬ 
mals to their proper organizations. In 
other words, these brands serve as 
identification tags. 

Branding public animals Is not a 
matter of choice, but Is provided for 
by th© army regulations, wihioh direct 
that public animals shall, upon the day 
received, be branded with the letters 
"IT. 8.*’ on the left fore shoulder. 
Horses assigned to organizations will 
also be branded on the hoof of one fore 
foot, one and one-half Inches below the 
coronet, with the designation of tho 
company. 

Branding Irons of uniform size and 
design will be supplied by the Quarter¬ 
master’s Department. Letters ’*U. 3.” 
to be two Inches In height. Letters and 
numbers of hoof brands on the same 
line to be three-quarters of an Inch 
high, the letter to precede the num¬ 
ber. and blocked so as to penetrate the 
hoof, one-sixteenth of an Inch. For ex¬ 
ample. the hoof brands on horses as¬ 
signed to band. Ninth cavalry, w'ould 
be OB9; to Troop A, Fifth cavalry, 
would be A5; to Company A. Battalion 
of Engineers, w'ould be BEA.

DENTISTRY 2,000 YEARS AGO.

While unthoughful moderns regard 
dentistry as being virtually a science of 
our own age, archaeologists know' that 
It w'as practiced among the ancients. 

The museums of Romo and other 
places In Italy possess various specl- 
ment of dentists' work dating from be¬ 
fore Christ, and another such specimen 
has recently been discovered In the 
jaws of a skeleton found m a thtnb at 
Teano. The skeleton Is that of a wom¬ 
an and from the Jaws there w f as ex¬ 
tracted a gold mount containing six 
teeth. A peculiar fact about the find 
Is that the teeth, although "flapped” 
with gold, were undoubtedly natural, 
and the theory is that the ancients 
used gold flaps or rinvi to steady loose 
teeth. 

For artificial teeth the dentists of the 
old world had a fancy for animal 
teeth, especially bovine, by reason of 
their hardness, though occasionally a 
person in poverty would sell one for 
sufficient consideration.

BECKWITH ORGAN COMPANY 
OWES IMMUNITY FROM FIRE. 

Water Thrown On Blaze In Filling 
Room Prevented From Seeping 
Through To Office. 


But for a concrete floor which sepa¬ 
rates the first and second floors, tho 
Beckwith organ factory, situated at 
Twenty-ninth and Chestnut streets, would 
have been damaged to the extent of thou¬ 
sands of dollars by water last night.

Jt 
Wagner. Mr. Wagner heard the cl.Huron 
In the neighborhood screaming and r.m 
out to sec wh.it the trouble was. they 
showed him the blaze on the second flo *r 
and he hastened home and called up mu 
fire tower. , . 

Mr. HU1 places the loss at several hun¬ 
dred dollars. "If tho water hud [ reached 
the first floor,** sold Mr. Hill, "the dam¬ 
age would have run up Into the thou¬ 
sands. a» It would have destroyed u num¬ 
ber of organs stored below and the offico 
would haw lx*n inundated. As It wax, 
the concrete floor confined the damage to 
the filling room.” 

The fire lasted about thirty minutes and 
wus under control a few minutes after 
tho water wus turned on.

Under the** 
circumstances, I can but ask you to 
lay aside as much of the passion and 
prejudice as you can and look at us as 
if we wen* one of you. Give us the fair 
and Impartial trial you would give If 
you had not known the deceased You 
men for more 4hem a year past have 
had your minds poisoned by lies In the 
local newspapers, but now that you 
have sat here for more than two 
months and have heard the testimony 
you know you have been fed upon 
poteon and lies, l^ay aside as much 
tus you ean of this poisonous stuff; try 
to g»*t your mind free and be guided 
only by the evidence. 

‘The prosecution In tills case knows 
Vt cannot omrict on the e^Lot evidence, 
but It relies upon the strained, forred 
circumstances to get a verdict from 
you. This defendant was • taken by 
force from his home, brought 1.500 
miles and set down before a hostile 
Jury to be tried for hia life.

“Rotten Testimony.” 


“Imagine yourselves, men. taken 
from your farms and set down before 
a Jury In Chicago to be tried for your 
lives and then you can in some way 
feel as this man does in this case. I 
behove that under these circumstances 
you will hesitate to act on the rotten 
testimony given In tills case to take 
away the life of a fellow citizen. 

“But some of you will say, perhaps,

And 
I want to *ny that whatever else Bill 
Haywood may be. he is not a coward. 
1 would not thank this Jury If it re¬ 
turned a verdict of assault and haitery 
and assessed a fine of $5 again -1 this 
defendant. 

“This murder was cold-blooded, de¬ 
liberate and cowardly in the extreme. 
If this man sluing In his office In Den¬ 
ver, 1.5C0 miles away, employ, d an as¬ 
sassin to do this cowardly act, then 
you ought to hang him by the mck un¬ 
til he is dead. For God’s sake, meft, do 
not compromise. If you believe the 
story that has been told against this 
man beyond all reasonable doub\ then 
tike thim and hang him. He has 
fought many a fight against the per¬ 
secutors who are hounding him Into 
this court. He has fought them on 
the open battlefield and he «ls not a 
coward. If lie has to die, he will die 
as he has lived, with his face to the 
foe. Bill Haywood either Is Innocent 
or guilty. If he be guilty I have north¬ 
ing to say. But men, this case Is a case 
of Orchairi from beginning to end: 
there Is nothing at ail left in the evi¬ 
dence without him.”

Denounces Hawley. 


Mr. Barrow here launched Into a 
lengthy, bftter. vituperative denuncia¬ 
tion of Attorney James H. Hawley, the 
leading counsel for the State. He as¬ 
sailed him as a hired man. actuated 
by no other motive than to get the 
money of the Slate of Idaho that he 
might build another addition to his 
house.

According to his theory everybody 
lies that thviit scoundrel may be be¬ 
lieved. Hawley has got ’OrchanlUls,* 
or ‘Orohardltch* would be a better 
term.” 

Darrow dismissed Senator Borah, as¬ 
sociate counsel for the State, with a 
few words.

Turning to the question of whether

“It is better,” he exclaimed, "that 
you should let a thousand guilty men 
escape, better that you should let all 
the criminals ever brought to the &tate 
of Idaho go free, than to have It said 
you took away the life of a man on 
such testimony as has been given in 
this court"

"Why,” be said. *Mf George 
Washington, with all his great repu¬ 
tation tor \*eracity, had come here as 
a witness and had ben contradicted as 
Orchard has been, the Father of Ills 
country would have gone out of this 
court room disgraced and accounted 
the greatest Ananias of the age. Bug 
if you men can convict Bill Haywood 
on Orchard's testimony, why go ahead 
and do lit. I have boa. here with you 
men for two or three months and I 
have tried to read you. 1 have laid 
awake at night thinking of you. There 
may be some hideous plan deep dowm 
In your souls— I cannot see thorn—but 
sAmehow or other I have never felt 
that there was any danger of your 
believing that perjured mons-ter. But 
if you do believe him. if I am so mis¬ 
taken as to that, if you must hive the 
life of this man on such testimony as 
this, w'hy gentl*<men of the Jurv. we 
will furnish you the victim with a glad 
and cheerful heart." * 

Reviewing the crimes confessed by 
Orchard, Mr. Darrow sadd that each 
one of them showed the man to be a 
sneaking, craven coward who had never 
taken a chance that w-ould endanger hia 
miserable hide. It was logical to be¬ 
lieve. he argued, that Orchard now 
had turned to lying to save his neck. 
He said he had been promised no Im- 
muiity whatever, but neither Gov. 
Goo ling nor Do*.* dive MoPartl jnd had 
taken the ertand to corroborate him. 

• • • 

Looks Fat and Sleek. 


"Is he to get anything? Has he gat 
anything for delivering these three 
enemies of the Mine Owners’ Associa¬ 
tion into the lion’s den? He lookB fat 
and sleek and healthy and In no danger 
of sudden death. If he had not put 
the blame of hie crimes on Moyer. Hay¬ 
wood and Pettlbone, the grass would 
be growing over his grave theso twelve 
long months. He must be saved till 
Bill Haywood and Moyer and Hettl- 
borre have been sent to the gallows and 
their bodies eaten up by quicklime. 
There are 40.000 members of tho West¬ 
ern Federation of Miners. 40,000 crim¬ 
inals yet to be dealt with—to save Or¬ 
chard for. As long as there Is a neck 
to hang, why should we kill Ordhai’d. 
Jack Simpkins Is yet to bo caught, yot 
to be hanged, and Orchard must not be 
done away with ’till Jack Is dealt 
with.” 

Darrow next turned his attention to 
“those sickly, slobbering Idiots w’ho 
talk about Orchard’s religion and re¬ 
generation,” and declared that before 
Dean Hinks, his religious adviser, had 
persuaded him to lay his pins on Jesus. 
“Father” McFarland. the detective, 
had persuaded him to lay his crimes on 
Haywood, Moyer and Pettlbone. 

“It w*as a fdlck game of slippery 
Harry, this religion dodge and apart 
with his past life. But you might have 
had moro faith in this man if he had 
not confessed to Mc.Parland to save 
his life before he confessed to Dean 
Hinks to save hts soul.” 

• • • 

Would Pray For Orchard's Life. 


As to religion, Mr. Darrow said he 
did not profess to know much about 
H. He had endeavored to solve the 
Infinite mystery, but he found h© could 
only bow his head In the presence of 
It and say “I do not know’.” For those 
who believed In a God who numbered 
tho hairs of tho head and noted the 
sparrow’s fall, the attorney declared he 
had the most profound respect. “But, 
gentlemen, I have never a*ked for the 
life of a human being and never shall 
to the end of my days. I do not ask 
for Orchard’s. If he stood convicted 
to-day and no oue else would say a 
w’ord for him, my petition w r ould be 
there praying for his life, because I 
do not believe In taking away the life 
of any fellcwv being. It Is not for us 
to say what. If we w’ero bom. If we 
were molded. If w’o were surrounded 
os Orchard was, w© would have done. 
But If Orchard has religion, men of 
this Jury. I say to you that I never 
want it. Before he made his confession 
Harry Orchard was bad enough, but 
It remained for religion, and I am care¬ 
fully weighing my words, to mako him 
totally depraved. Before ho got re¬ 
ligion there w’ua some spark of hu¬ 
manity, some spark of manhood le*t 
In the creature, but after his conver¬ 
sion there seems to have been none. 
What show’ of remorse, of pit/, of re¬ 
gret did this man make as he ap¬ 
peared before you to toll this awrful 
story?” 

Darrow declared that once before in 
his life Orchard had been converted, 
had become superirttendent of a Sun¬ 
day-school. and he could not say the 
second dose would be any better than 
the first. 

• • • 

Fails To Shield Family. 


Through years of crime Orchard had 
protected the name of his family from 
Infamy and disgrace. It w’as tho one 
spark of goodness In his criminal 
breast. Other criminals had shot 
through tho trap door to dangle at the 
end of a rope, but they kept locked 
within them tho secret of their family 
name to protect those wiiom they left 
behind. It remained for Orchard, after 
hia conversion to reveal tp- the world 
his name, then to send back to the 
Horsley family in Ontario stories of 
his wild career so that people driving 
by the graves of tm f o old Quaker par¬ 
ents might point to them and say; 
“There lie the father and mother of 
tho greatest monster of modem times.” 

The attorney also told of the disgrace 
which this act had brought upon the 
deserted wife and daughter back In 
Canada The blowing up of the Inde¬ 
pendence depot was a sacrament com¬ 
pared to the stabbing In the heart of 
thiit little nine-year-old daughter with 
the knowledge of her father's shame. 
Orchard. Darrow declared, had been 
told by a miserable Pinkerton detec¬ 
tive that If he told his real name his 
story w’ould have greater weight upon 
the Jury and w’ould help to tie the rope 
about the neck of Bill Haywood. 

"No man, save Hawley. I might say 
no sane man,” declared the attorney, 
“can ever think of Harry Orchard 
with anything but loathing.” In a 
burst of oratory. Darrow said: “You 
men of the prosecution, you men of the 
Mine Owners Association, you men who 
are seeking the life of Bill Haywood, 
not because he Is Haywood, but because 
he represents a class, don’t be so short¬ 
sighted. so foolish as to believe that 
you will strangle the Western Federa¬ 
tion of Miners when you tie a rape 
around Bill Haywood’s neck; don’t be 
so blind as to believe that when you 
make three fresh new* graves here In 
Idaho that you have killed the labor 
movement in this w'orld. When Bill 
Hayw’ood is gone millions of other will¬ 
ing hands will carry on his work of 
victory In the end.”

LOUISVILLE’S STAR GAZERS GIVEN POOR 

VIEW OF LAST NIGHT’S ECLIPSE OF MOON 


For Most of Time That Earth’s Shadow Might Have Been 
Seen Clouds Veiled Luminary. 


Rifts In tho black clouds which had 
hidden tho modn almost all tho early 
part of last night allowed Louisville zlar- 
guz»ro to get a few minutes' view of U» 
partial ocllpso at about 9:30 o’clock, but 
practically all the tlmo tho ©cll poo was 
to have been visible clouds covered the 
luminary, and but few people got a satis¬ 
factory glance of the earth’s shadow as 
reflected on its surface. Tho ecllpso lust 
night was tho thlrd«aud last lunar eclipse 
this year, and was only partial. 

Tho earth’s shadow became apparent at 
9:06 o'clock, and at 10:22 p. no. covered 
about three-fifths of the moon's surface. 
At 11:41 p. m. tho eclipse was over and 
the earth’s shadow had completely pass¬ 
ed from Uio east to the west side of 
the moon. The movements of the earth's 
shadow across tho upper surface could 
not be traced from Louisville bemuse or 
the clouded sky. but tho ocllpse took 


place as promised by the astronomers 
Just the same. 

Bo far this year there have been throe 
liuiar eclipses and one solur eclipse, nono 
of which have been total Not ngoln this 
year, astronomers have calculated, will 
tntro be another eclipse, either lunar or 
eoinr. 

f.oat night the shadow’ of the earth 
first passed over the face of tho moon 
from the cast, and continued Its course 
until It had poaeed off the western edge. 
During the few’ Intervals the moon wms 
risible It was almost Impossible to de¬ 
termine whether It was the earth’s shad¬ 
ow that wan partially covering the moon 
or whether It wus merely a cloud. At 
times, however, the eclipse was visible 
for a few minutes, but those who had 
planned to wratch It continuously were 
greatly disappointed 

The hiding of the eclipso by clouds wus 
purely local, however, and at other places 
tho passage of the earth's shadow across 
tho face of the moon could be followed 
with ease.

A Move In the Right Direction. 

A coal company in Whitley county. 
Ky., has Inaugurated a movement for 
procuring foreign laborer*, which, by 
the practical demonstration of the 
means by which its efforts have suc¬ 
ceeded, may lead to the Introduction 
Ojt many others needed In this and oth¬ 
er branches of industry. \Under on ar- 
riyigement made with the Immigration 
authorities At New York U seems that 
several carloads of newly-arrived im¬ 
migrants will be brought to the State 
and put to work in the mines of the 
company 'near Jelllco, which have been 
Idle for several month* on account of a 
strike. 

There are quite a number of foreign¬ 
ers, chiefly Hungarians and Italians, 
at work in tl\e mines of Southeastern 
Kentucky, but this Is the first Instance 
In which, as far as publication of the 
fact Is concerned, they have been pro¬ 
cured In any such number by organ¬ 
ized movement. Much has been writ¬ 
ten uppn the subject and statement has 
from time to time been made that 
agents have been or would be sent to 
Europe for the purpose of securing 
eligible class of laborers for the various 
Industries needing them. But here Is 
an Instance In* which a demand for la¬ 
bor hAs been supplied to ths extent 
named by the means through which the 
Eastern and most of the Northern and 
Western States obtain their supply. 
The question naturally ocours as to 
w hy labor for Kentucky cannot bo sup¬ 
plied In this way as readily as to these 
other Slates. 

There Is no doubt as to the active 
demand In this State for labor In every 
kind of industry. It Is made more evi¬ 
dent in that of mining from the fact 
that In this field there is more expan* 
Fion than In any other, the demand for 
Kentucky coal showing a steady in¬ 
crease In the output of established 
mines as also In the opening of new 
ones. Besides, the labor being ein» 
ployed en masse or In bodies of men. 
the demand Is made more evident than 
in other kinds of industry when it oc¬ 
curs In units. But. there is non© the 
tasa demand In this latter class. It- 
merely being more widely diffused. The 
deficit In laborers in agriculture Is 
quite as evident, while among railroads 
and in all the mechanical industries 
there is employment for a large ac¬ 
cession of labor. In Louisville this has 
been made evident by a number of 
strikes and the suspension of work In 
various kinds of construction for the 
need of a good increase In both skilled 
MfKmen and ordinary laborer*. 

With shiploads of Immigrants arriv¬ 
ing In New* York, in a steadily Increas¬ 
ing ratio. It sc e-ms strange that a sin¬ 
gle Instance of the procurement of 100 
men should be hailed as an exceptional 
piece of gobd fortune when It Is well 
known that there Is no difficulty In the 
Eastern States In securing a plethoric 
supply, while tmlnloadu of them are 
daily passing to the northward of us 
and to the Trans-Mississippi States. 
But the fact stands that a* to Ken¬ 
tucky and the South, generally, there 
•earns some reason, not fully disclosed, 
for this difficulty of turning southward 
any considerable portion of this heavy 
tide of immigration. It cannot arise 
from an Innate prejudice of the Imnfl- 
grant to th£ presence of the m«gro in 
the South, since few of them In loav-

The Triumph of Mob Rule. 

Still another story of terror, intimi¬ 
dation and anarchy comes from Trigg 
county. The home of Stephen P. Mose*. 
ly is riddled with bullets while the 
family sleeps, Mr. and Mrs. Mosely are 
wounded and the children’s lives are 
endangered. 

It Is a familiar story. For a year or 
so the anarchists have been busy per¬ 
petrating their outrages upon farmers 
of the neighborhood, their families and 
their crops. Hardly a week passes that 
does not bring with It a fresh Instance 
of coercion, lawlessness and the inter¬ 
ference with the rights of citizens. 

How long Is this situation to bo per¬ 
mitted by the public authorities to con¬ 
tinue? How long Is mob rule to over¬ 
ride the law? When will those charged 
with the task and who have given their 
solemn j oaths to perform their duty 
wuko up and do that duty? When will 
the law officers stand up for the law ? 

The present spectacle of Weak, cring¬ 
ing and recreant officers giving anarchy 
the right of way Is humiliating. It 
gives weight to the rapidly growing be¬ 
lief that at present Kentucky is the 
worst governed State in the Union. 


Some Tariff Beauties. 

The Courier-Journal has repeatedly 
called attention to the fact that the 
pretense that the tariff Is Intended 
simply to equalize the cost of produc¬ 
tion here and abroad la distinctly false. 
In the New York Times Mr. Everett 
P. Wheeler calls attention specifically 
to several flagrant instances of the 
utter neglect of any such rule. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself Is quoted as 
sanctioning the principle that the dif¬ 
ference In cost here and abroad should 
be \he basis of tariff legislation. Now 
apply this to sugar and we find that the 
entire met of producing It is but 46H 
per cent, of the wholesale price of the 
product. This includes not only labor, 
but material. The duty is close to 
100 per cent. 

The duty on borax Is 75 per cent., 
which is more than four times the en¬ 
tire labor cost. The duty on mica is 
equal to about 150 per cenL ad valorem, 
while the wage cost Is less than one- 
tonth of that. The labor cost of manu¬ 
facturing castor oil Is About 10 per cent, 
of the value of the product. The duty 
Is 88 per cent. 

These are only specimens of the sort 
of tariff under which we live, and which 
Sye are told 1« maintained simply to 
protect American labor. The cost of 
labor in articles flt for consumption 
varies, of course, with different com¬ 
modities. In some the cost of labor Is 
very little, while In Others It Is rela¬ 
tively high. But the average for man¬ 
ufactured goods Is about 17 per cent., 
while the average tariff approaches 50 
per cent. If some articles Jiave a high la¬ 
bor cost, so the tariff on many articles 
of necessity runs up to more than 100 
per cenL There are exceptional cases 
mentioned where it has gone as high 
as 4,000 per cent. These lust relate 
to commodities of little importance, but 
they show* how utterly unscientific Is 
our tariff and how far It departs from 
what te admitted to be the only true 
measure of protection. If we are to 
have protection at all. 


New York Farm Values. 

W© have read a good deal In rooent 
years of the great growth of New York 
in population and wealth. But the 
the State Is about to hold a con¬ 
vention to consider the farming 
industry, and experts of the Fed¬ 
eral Department of Agriculture have 
made for uso at this meeting a report 
that has shocked a good many. It 
shows that since 1880 farm lands in that 
State have declined in value by 4170,- 
000,000; that 12,000 farms have been 
abandoned; that towns and villages In 
some of the agricultural districts have 
lost 40 to 50 per cent, of their popula¬ 
tion. 

That this should have occurred at 
the tlitfe when average values are very 
high Is certainly a rather startling 
revelation. How to account for It Is 
the question. Borne have hastily 
Jumped Ho the conclusion that the land 
has been worn out by long cultivation, 
and no longer produces sufficient crops 
to make them remunerative at the 
former prices of land. But here wo 
run agaih3t the assertion of scientific 
men who have made an analysis of 
the soils; they say the land Is as fer¬ 
tile as It was fifty years ago. Prof.' 
Whitney, of the Bureau of Soils, thinks 
the East has suffered from the develop¬ 
ment of the West, the cheapening of 
farm products by Improvements In 
transportation, and the Increase In 
manufaoturing establishmepts, with the 
desire of so many to leave the farm 
and to engage In commerce. However, 
the prices of agricultural products are 
In general very high, much more so 
than they were In I860. The lands 
have fallen In value In consequence 
of a slackening of the demand, per¬ 
haps, but this reduced demand can 


hardly bo due to the low prices of 
products. 

It is worthy of Inquiry whether the 
agricultural Interests have not been 
the subject of unjust discrimination. 
If they have been, as many contend, 
subjected to taxation for the purpose 
of helping other branches of Industry. 
It is not surprising that men should 
be deserting the occupations that are 
under the ban and crowding into those 
that have been specially favored by 
legislation. 

It is now* proposed that the Bureau 
of Soils shall establish model forms in 
every school district in the agricultural 
region of New York urtd run them 
with special reference to the adapta¬ 
bility of the soil to particular crops. It 
Is taken for granted that these farms 
will have an educational influence on 
the remainder of the farmers. It is as¬ 
sumed that while the dairy industry is 
extensively cultivated It may be greatly 
extended. Theaverage prod action of po¬ 
tatoes Is 85 to 100 bushels an acre. while 
It Is urged that the land should produce 
200 to 300 bushels, and can be made 
to do so. There are not a few*, how- 
evor. who have serious doubts whether 
official experts will bo able to show 
practical farmers how they ought to 
conduct their own business. When they 
are given carte blanche with reference 
to expenses, these experts can cer¬ 
tainly do wonders, but private farmers 
must so conduct their business as to 
make both ends meet, and that pre¬ 
sents a different question. 

Our agricultural products are In im¬ 
mense proportions and prices are high. 
If the value of the property of farmers 
decreases, It Is evident that there Is 
something wrong in making them In- 
creoeers of the prosperity of other 
sorts of business. 


Will S. Hays. 

Few men held a warmer place In the 
Affections of Louisville people than Col. 
Will S. Hays, and now that he Is gone 
there Is no one else to take exactly 
his place. There Is no one else of his 
quaint individuality—his pioturesque- 
ness. his fund of stories, his good na¬ 
ture and his stock of traditions. 

Col. Hays was well-known ns a 
worker in four varied fields—he was 
a song writer, a composer of verse, a 
“river editor” find a practical steam¬ 
boat captain. Had he composed the 
song, “Molly Darling,” In these piping 
times of peace and royalties he would 
have made a fortune, for In its day It 
went around the world. As It Is he 
sold It for a few dollars. The pub¬ 
lisher made the fortune while he got 
the fame. In bis early yeaVs he w*as 
a very productive composer, but al¬ 
ways his songs went for a sixpence 
gnd he reaped little financial reword. 
In his verse writing Ool. Hays never 
undertook the sort of poetry with mys¬ 
ticism. subtlety and puzzles In It; his 
kind was the plain homespun sort, with 
‘’heart” In it and which plain folks 
could understand and enjoy. 

As a “river editor” he was know*n 
from Pittsburg to New Orleans. He 
used to tell with many characteristic 
touches how' he became connected with 
newspaper work. It was in the old 
days before A he war when John H. 
Harney and William E. Hughes pub¬ 
lished the Louisville Democrat, after¬ 
wards merged with the Courier and the 
Journal Into the Courier-Journal. One 
morning something was wrong with the 
Democrat’s press and the paper’s pub¬ 
lication was delayed. Hays, then a 
youth, went In to see what Vaa the 
matter, since he had learned something 
about machinery in his father’s wagifh 
factory. In a minute he had repaired 
the press in a very simple way. The 
trick made an Impression on the editor, 
who engaged him on tho spot to work 
for the paper. Not long after that he 
established the river column. As the 
river editor of the Courier-Journal 
later he extended h(s reputation. The 
Jingles and Jokes with which he en¬ 
livened the department made It divert¬ 
ing even to the general reader. When 
at times he undertook to act as captain 
for various steamers—one of the most 
famous boats on the Ohio and Missis¬ 
sippi rivers was named for him—he'was 
always a leader In the merriment and 
a center of attraction. 

Col. Hays never ceased to take a 
pride In hi* work. Ho loved the river, 
he loved his songs and he loved to talk 
about both. He could never forget the 
past greatness of the river Interests 
of Louisville and he expatiated upon it 
with fine enthusiasm and lamented the 
departed glory with real grief. 

His associates In the Courier-Journal 
office always held Col. Hays in the 
highest esteem. When his health began 
to full a few years ago the dally sight 
of his weakening figure filled them with 
regret. "How are you to-day?" w'ould 
come the greeting. Invariably would 
come the answer, “I’m here ylt.” Not 
long ago. In his little office on the top 
floor, he pointed to his couch, where he 
rested after writing. “When my time 
comes,” he said, “I’m going off like 
thlsT—and he snapped his fingers. 
“They’re going to come up here to look 
for Hnys some day and they’ll find 
him stretched out—there.” He had suf¬ 
fered from paralysis and he expected 
the fatal blow any moment 

But Instead of death In his little of- 
ftoe, death found him at home, amid his 
family, with the tender ministrations of 
loving hands. He died loving and be¬ 
loved—

A New Use of '‘Poetry." 

The latest form of blackmail is the 
poetic block mall. It is an Invention 
Of tw*o geniuses of Lowrl, Mass. Its 
originality is dazzling and its scope 
unlimited. Whether It will become pop¬ 
ular among the beat set of criminals 
remains to bo seen. Mr. Solomon Rob- 
Itsclmk was the poet who conoelved the 
Idea, and Mr. Bennett Sllverblait was 
the lawyer who workml It Into Us per¬ 
fected state. Mr. Robitschek, It ought 


to be added, also wrote the tv>etry 
which served as the Instrument of evil. 

The twain devised a lengthy poem 
about th* Salvation ‘Army. Some 
poetry is complimentary, but this 
wasn't. They took It to the Salvation 
Army headquarters and shelved It to 
the officers in charge. They recognized 
it at once as poetry. Messrs. Ho bit- 
scltek and Hllverblatt demanded tSO.OOO 
In cash Instantly or they would publish 
the ver*es\j the world. The Salvation 
Army appreciated the seriousness of 
the situation. They didn't want any 
pootry published about thelt organi¬ 
zation, but they didn’t think the copy 
was worth quite $30,000. In their pre¬ 
dicament and distress they decided 
they would call the police. The police 
came. The poet and his assistant were 
arrested. 

But tho main harm done llos in the 
precedent. The two have blazed the 
way for other poets to tyrannize over 
the human race. After this you can 
pever tell whon somebody will write 
verses about you and demand blood 
money or threaten their publication. 
The verses need not always bo uncom¬ 
plimentary. either, to bo objectionable. 
They might be more unpleasant 
through sheer force of fulsomeness. 
There are lorts of ladles who would dis¬ 
like much to have some one publish 
poems to their eyes and bo embarrass¬ 
ed by the publicity given very private 
property. There are men who ttyould 
be greatly humiliated to find them¬ 
selves hold up before the public gaze 
as heroes when they knew* they were 
not anything of the sort. And yet. the 
new idea in blackmail makes possible 
almost any oxtremo in the verso-writ¬ 
ing line and the levying of any amount 
of exorbitant blackmail as the price 
of suppression. Rich men are apt to 
prove favorite objects of attack. Even 
If there should be no personal allusions 
In the verses, the poet may yet demand 
pay for not turning loose upon a help¬ 
less reading public vrrsea of the grade 
to muJte the reader angry and 111. 

There Is one rift In the cloud of 
poetic blackmail which is Imminent. 
Newspaper* and magazines have some 
freedom of choice In the poems they 
publish. It is not altogether certain 
that they would accept for publication 
the poetic blackmailer’s verses evsn 
If you refused to fork over the cash. 

It has remained for Chicago to come 
forward with a “four-fliteh brass 
band.” This is a band composed of a 
few Aotnal players and others who do 
not know* a note from a bundle of cfctx, 
but who hold InMruments to their Hpe 
and make the band seem numerous. 

Adulterated music” Is not so new. 
Thts Is music made up largely of false 
notes. It was one of the most effec¬ 
tive and favorite weapons of the Span¬ 
ish Inquisition.

CORONER’S JURY UNABLE TO 
DECIDE CAUSE OF DEATH. 


POINTS ABOUT

Lexington, Ky.. July 24.—{Special.]— 
The dead body of an unknown white 
man was found on the Queen and 
Crescent railroad track about 12 o’clock 
last night and the Coroner’s Jury, 
which was empaneled to-day. was un¬ 
able to either deedde on the manner in 
which he met his death or his identity. 
Death had resulted from the back part 
tif the skull being crushed, and as the 
right arm was severed at the wrist, 
tho left hand mangled, and other por¬ 
tions of the body bruised, it was sup¬ 
posed that the man was killed by a 
train, either while lying on the track 
or by falling from the platform be¬ 
tween the cars. The body was found 
near the south tower, about a mile be¬ 
low the Q. und C. passenger station 
In the pockets were found a four- 
bladcd bone-handled knife, 72 cents in 
money, a railroad ticket from Lexing¬ 
ton to Danville, and a pair of gold- 
plated cuff buttons on which were en¬ 
graved the Initials C. W. O.. Yardnui*- 
ter Vondenberry said that a man sim¬ 
ilar to the one killed had been seen 
walking along the track near the 
tower about 9 o’clock last night, in an 
Intoxicated condition. 

The body was found about midnight 
by the crew of a freight train which 
had stopped Just before reaching the 
corpse. T1 k* body is that of a mail 
about five feet nine inches high, weigh¬ 
ing about 150 pounds, with reddish- 
brown hair and red mustache and ap¬ 
parently about thirty-five year* old. 
The man wus dressed in a suit of black 
clothes.

Grand Jury’s Report. 


The grand Jury which has been in 
session for three weeks, filed a final re- 
X»ort and adjourned to-day. In the re¬ 
port tho Jury states that It Investigated 
the charge made In a Lexington paper 
that a Deputy Sheriff while In charge 
of tho Jury which was trying Bill Brit¬ 
ton for the murder of James Cockrlll, 
had attempted to influence members of 
the Jury toward a favorable verdict 
for Britton, but that the grand jury 
had been "unable to agree as to the 
facts and for that reason have no find¬ 
ing to present to the court In regard 
thereto.” The report states that It Is 
the belief of the grand Jury that unless 
tho attorneys for the Commonwealth 
can get the assistance of all good cit¬ 
izens it will be hard to suppress gam¬ 
bling in Lexington. The grand Jury 
also stated that It found some of the 
streets of the city In bad condition, but 
being indisposed to annoy the city gov¬ 
ernment It returned no indictments In 
the hope that the city would Improve 
the streets as quickly as possible. 

The grand Jury reported that it found 
tho insane asylum, the Reform School, 
the county and city Jails and other 
public institutions In good condition.

Mrs. May's face, neck and 
arms were severely burned, her hair 
and eyebrows singed off and her eyes 
slightly Injured.

Once Great European Tenor and Song 
Genius Expires In Alms¬ 
house. 


Allentown, Pa., July 24.—Once a great 
aong genius of Europe, but in this 
country only a character made unique 
by disappointment. Charles Weiss died 
In the county poor house yesterday. De- 
fore becoming a ward of the county, 
Weis* had lived the life of a hermit on 
the Lehigh mountain* for years. Born 
In Germany seventy-nipe years ago, 
Weiss came of a prominent family and 
he associated with the moat brilliant 
musical geniuses.

The dog came back at the fish, nnd 
they mixed it up for three rounds. 
Then It took me five minutes to pry 
tho fish loose. The dog died before 
1 had finished the chores."

"I might give you an Item," he vol¬ 
unteered, "about a Mttie experience of 
mine the other'day when I went crab¬ 
bing.

Government Bureau Finds 
‘94 Banner Year. 


STANDS OUT WITH 660,000 EM¬ 
PLOYES IDLE. 


BUILDING TRADES SHOW GREAT¬ 
EST NUMBER IDLE. 


PART OF ORGANIZED LABOR. 


Washington, July 24.—'Tho industries 
of the United States suffered less from 
strikes during 1905 than In any year 
since 1892, if the number of employes 
thrown out of work by strikes and the 
duration of th© strikes be taken as a 
measure. 

According to annual report of the 
Bureau of Labor of the Deportment of 
Commerce and Lhbor In 1905 there were 
221,680 employes thrown out of work by 
2,077 strikes undertaken by 176.337 strik¬ 
ers in 8,299 establishments and lasting 
an average of twenty-three days in 
each establishment involved. The re¬ 
port in port says: 

The year 1894 stands out in the his¬ 
tory of the country as the year most 
notable for the great number of work¬ 
ers thrown out of work by strikes, over 
660.000 employes being thrown out of 
work by 1,349 strikes undertaken by 
604,694 strikers In 8.196 establishments 
and lasting an average of forty-two 
days In each establishment Involved. 

Statistics for a twenty-five-year pe¬ 
riod from 1881 to 1905. show strikes in 
the United States numbered 36,757 and 
lockouts 1,546. The total number of per¬ 
sons who went out on strike during the 
twenty-five years was 6.728.048 and 
locked out 716,231. The dependence of 
one occupation upon another In the 
tome establishment swells the aggre¬ 
gate of employes affected during the 
period to 9.529.434. 

The greatest number of strike* in 
any one Industry was In the building 
trades, which had over 28 per cent, of! 
the strikes and 88 per cent, of all the 1 
establishments involved in strikes. 

•’The importance of the part that 
organised labor plays In strikes.” the 
report says, “Is tndloatod uy the fa/*t 
that of the total number of strikes in 
twenty-five years, practically 69 per cent 


were ordered by labor organizations. 
Employes who struck succeeded oftener 
than they failed and employers were 
similarly successful In lockouts. 

Strikes for Increase In wages have 
been more successful than those for 
any other cause. Strikes concerning 
recognition of the union and union 
rules entirely failed In 43 per cent, of 
the establishments Involved and sym¬ 
pathetic strikes, the most successful of 
all, entirely failed In 76 per cent, of the 
establishments. 

During 1901-1905, 6 per cent, of all 
strikes and 12 per cent, of all lockouts 
were settled by joint agreement and 
less than 2 per cent, of the strikes, 
and a little over 2 per cent, of the 
lockouts were settled by arbitration. 


WILL CONTINUE REDUCED 

RATES FOR EXCURSIONS. 


Railroads Decide Not To Retaliate 
Because of Two-Cent Fare In 
Ohio and Illinois. 


New York. July 24.—The policy of 
granting railroad excursion rates for 
special occasions In Ohio and Illinois 
will be continued. This was decided 
at a meeting of the representatives of 
the trunk lines concerned to-day. Re¬ 
cent legislation in the States mentioned 
fixed the maximum passenger rate at 
two cents per mile, and It had been 
thought possible that the railroads 
would retaliate by making the max¬ 
imum also the minimum rate, and so 
abandon the frequent fall excursions 
for which a mileage of less than two 
cents has been charged In past years. 

Following the meeting President Un¬ 
derwood said: 

’’The object of the meeting was for 
the purpose of taking up the excursion 
rate question In Ohio, Illinois and In¬ 
diana. Fall excursions are a big feat¬ 
ure In these States. Bib excursions run 
to eampmeetings, to country fairs and 
harvest home celebrations. The ques¬ 
tion arose w r hether It would not be well 
to discontinue the special low excur¬ 
sion rates and put In operation on 
these excursions the maximum rate of 
two cents per mile, such as the law 
provides. In the past the excursion 
rates have been considerably below tho 
two-cent rate. 

“We decided, however, not to change 
the present methods, each railroad be¬ 
ing allowed to make whatever rates it 
may ehooso for this class of traffic. 
No other matter was considered.” 

Central Gets New Line. 

Crown Point, Ind., July 24.—An¬ 
nouncement was made to-day that the 
New York Central lines had signed a 
contract whereby they will come Into 
possession of the Chicago and Wabash 
Valley railroad on October 1. The Chi¬ 
cago and Wabash Valley has sixty 
miles of completed track. It was 


built and operated by B. J. Gifford, of 
Kankakee, Ill- but owing to his ad¬ 
vanced age, he was unable to com¬ 
plete It The line Is now operated from 
near Lafayette to within a few miles of 
Crown Point. Gifford announces that 
the Vanderbilt system will continue 
the line south to coal fields and north 
to the steel town of Gary. 

New Mutual Life Trustees. 

New' York, July 24.—The Board of 
Trustees of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company to-day elected as members 
of that board to fill vacancies. Robert 
S. Woodward, of Brooklyn: W. F. Har- 
rity. of Philadelphia; W. B. Dean, of 
St. Paul; Emory W. Clark, of Detroit, 
and MaJ. Gen. J. H. Wilson, of Wil¬ 
mington, Del. Charles Emory Smith, 
of Philadelphia, who Is a member of 
the International Policyholders’ Com¬ 
mittee, and Herman Bidder, of New 
York, w'ho w r as nominated for trustee 
by that committee In the recent elec¬ 
tion, w'ere to-day nominated to fill fur¬ 
ther vacancies in the board. 

VALUE OF CATS’ WHISKERS. 


[Scrap Book.] 

It Is perhaps not generally known 
that a cat’s power of discernment, espe¬ 
cially at night, is due almost as much 
to his wiiiskers as to his eyes. To any 
one who goes to a menagerie and looks 
at the giant cats of the forest—the lion 
and his like—the purpose of these v|- 
brlssae, as science names the hairs that 
project from the muzzle and from 
above the eyes.

Those exaggerated whiskers on the 
muzzle often project to each side of the 
animal so far that from point to point 
they stretch to Just the width of his 
body. 

Imagine, now. a Hon stealing through 
a Jungle at night, tracking his prey, 
where the stir of a twig gives alarm. 
His long hairs indicate through the 
nicest nerves any object that may be 
In his velvet path. A touch stops him 
short before pushing through some 
close thicket where the rustling leaves 
and boughs would tell aloud his pres¬ 
ence. Wherever his head may be thrust 
without a warning from the vibrissa© 
there his body may pass noiselessly, 
and It is their aid, in conjunction with 
the soft cushions of h!s feet, that en¬ 
ables him to travel as silently as the 
snake.

Minute works of art have always ex¬ 
cited the curiosity and commanded the 
admiration of the average man. Through 
the courtesy of Mr. John Pllm we have 
at our disposal a mass of facts from 
which we have culled the most curious. 
Cicero thought It worth while to record 
that the entire Iliad of Homer had been 
written upon parchment In characters so 
fine that the copy could he inclosed in a 
nutshell. This has always been regarded 
as a marvelous feat. 

There is In the French Cabinet of 
Medals a seal, said to have belonged to 
Michael Angelo, the fabrication of which 
must date from a very remote epoch and 
upon which fifteen figures have been en¬ 
graved in A circular space of fourteen 
millimeters «.65 Inch) In diameter. These 
figures cannot bo distinguished by the 
naked eye. 

The Ten Commandments have been en¬ 
graved in characters so fine that they 
could be stamped upon one side of a nick¬ 
el tlvo-cent piece, and on several occa¬ 
sions the Lord’s Prayer has been en¬ 
graved on one side of a gold dollar, the 
diameter of which is six-tenths of an inch. 
We have also seen it written with a pen 
within a circle that measured four-tenths 
of an Inch in diameter. 

In the Harlelan manuscript. 530, there 
is an account of a “rare piece of work 
brought to pass by Peter Bales, an Eng¬ 
lishman and a clerk of tho chancery.” 
Disraeli tells us that It was “The whole 
Bible In an English walnut no bigger 
than a lien’s egg. The nut holdeth the 
book; there are as many leaves In his 
little book as In the great Bible, and he 
hath w'rltten ob murh In one of his little 
leaves as a great leaf of tho Bible.” 

Tho specimens of fine wnnn# thus far 
described have been produced directly 
bv the hand under the guidance either 
or a magnifier or the simple sense of 
motion. Just how far it would be possi¬ 
ble to go by these means has never been 
determined, so far as we know; but 
those w’ho have examined tho specimens 
of selected diatoms and Insect scales In 
which objects that are utterly Invisible 
to the naked eye are arranged with great 
accuracy so as to form the most beauti¬ 
ful figures, con readily believe that a 
combination of microscopical dexterity 
and skill In penmanship might easily go 
far beyond anything that has yet been 
accomplished In this direction, either In 
ancient or modern times. 

But by means of a very simple me¬ 
chanical arrangement, the motion of the 
hand In every direction may be accurate¬ 
ly reduced or enlarged to almost uny ex¬ 
tent, and It thu<s becomes possible to form 
letters which are Inconceivably small. 
The Instrument by which this Is accom¬ 
plished 1* known ns a pantograph, and 
It has within a few years become quite 
popular as a means of reducing or cnia:g- 
Ing pictures of various kinds. Including 
crayon reproductions of photographs. Its 
construction and use are. therefore, very 
generally understood. It was by means or 
a very finely made Instrument embodying 
the principles of the pan ta graph that th? 
extraordinarily fine work which we are 
aib-HTt to describe was accomplished. 

On April 2S. 1855. Mr. Far rants read be¬ 
fore the Microscopical S->oJe.ty of J^ondon 
a full account of a machine constructed 
by Mr. N. Peters, a London banker. With 
tihls machine the inventor had written 
the Lord's Prayer In ordinary writing 
character, without abbreviation or c n- 
traotlon of any kind. In a space not ex¬ 
ceeding the one hundred and fifty thou¬ 
sandth of a square Inch. Seven years 
later Mr. Fbrran-is. as president of the 
MlcroocopioaJ Society, described further 
Improvements In the machine of Mr. Pe¬ 
ters. and made the following statement: 
“The Lord’s Prayer has been written an I 
may be road in the one-three hundred and 
fifty-six thousandth of an English 
square Inch. Tha measurements of one of 
these specimens was verified by Dr. Bow- 
erbauk, with a difference of not more 
than one-fifth millionth of an Inch, and 
that difference, small us It is, arose from 
his not Including the prolongation of the 
letter T In the sentence, 'Deliver us from 
evil;’ so he made the area occupied bj 
the writing less than stated above.” 

Some Idea of the minuteness of the 
characters in these specimens may be ob¬ 
tained from the statement that the whole 
Bible and Testament, in writing of the 
same size, might be placed twenty-two 
times on the surface of a square Inch 
The grounds for this startling assertion 
are as follows: “The Bible and Testa¬ 
ment together in the English language are 
said to contain 3.506.480 letters. The num¬ 
ber of letters In the Lord’s Prayer, as 
written, ending In the sentence: “Deliver 
us from evil." Is 233. whence ns 8.556,480 
divided by 233. is equal to 15.922, ll appears 
that the Bible and Testament together 
contain the same number of letters as the 
Lord's Prayer written 16.000 times; If. 
then, the prayer were written In 1-16.00U of 
an Inch, tne Bible and Testament. In writ¬ 
ing the same size, would be contained by 
one square inch; but ns 1-356,000 of an 
Inch Is 1-22 part of 1-15.922 of an inch, 
it follows that the Bible and Testament, 
in writing of the size, would occupy less 
space than one-twenty-secondth of a 
square inch.” \ 

And yet minute ns are the letters writ¬ 
ten by this machine, they are characteriz¬ 
ed by a clearness nnd precision of form 
which proves that the moving parts of 
the machine, while possessing the utmost 
delicacy of freedom, are absolutely desti¬ 
tute of shake, a union of requisites very 
difficult of fulfillment, but quite indispens¬ 
able to the satisfactory performance of 
the apparatus. 

There was another mlcrographer. a Mr 
William Webb, of London, who also suc¬ 
ceeded In producing some marvelous re¬ 
sults. Epigrams and also the Lord s 
Praver written In the one-thousandth 
part of a square Inch have been freely 
distributed. Mr. Web. too produced a 
?*W' copies of the second chapter of the 
Gospel according to SI. John, written on 
the scale of the whole Bible, to a little 
more than three quarters of a square 
mch and of the lord's Prayer written on 
the scale of the whole Bible eight times 
on a *quarc Inch. Mr. Webb dl«l Jibout 
fifteen years ago. and we believe he has 
had no successor In the art. Specimens of 
his work are quite scarce most of them 
having found their way Into the cab jets 
of public museums ar.d societies wh.ch 
are unwilling to part with them 1 The late 
Dr Woodward, president of the Arm> 
Medical Museum. Washington City, pro¬ 
cured two specimens on special order for 
the museum. Dr Webb had brought out 
these fine writings as tests for certain

MARKED FISH IN SEA. 


[Philadelphia Record.]. 

Catching fish, measuring and mark¬ 
ing them and then returning them to 
the sea. with the chance of retaking 
them later, is part of the work carried 
on by the Marine Biological Associa¬ 
tion of Great Britain. 

By means of a steam trawler the fish 
are caught In the usual way. Each 
haul Is carefully recorded, the fish are 
counted and measured and ail details of 
locality, time, number, species, sex and 
size are put down, together with ac¬ 
curate observations on the water, the 
depth and bottom of the sea, the kinds 
and quantity of food available, etc. 
These data are subsequently tabulated 
and charted. 

The method of marking fish is In¬ 
teresting and has been attended with 
valuable results. The fish chiefly used 
In the few years the experiment has 
been In progress have been the plaice, 
because the proposals which have been 
made to Interfere with the catching of 
them were based on inadequate knowl¬ 
edge. 

The fish are marked on the dorsal 
surface with a very thin convex metal 
disc bearing a number. This Is at¬ 
tached to a fine silver wire, which is 
passed through the thinner part of the 
fish near the fin and secured on the 
under side by a small bone button. The 
fish do not appear to suffer inconven¬ 
ience, and their growth Is not interfered 
with in any way. 

The thoroughness with which the 
North Sea is swept by the nets of the 
fishing fleets is demonstrated, says 
Discovery, by the fact that out of 5,039 
marked plaice of all sizes. 992 were re¬ 
captured within a year. This repre¬ 
sents 19.7 per cent., or nearly one-fifth; 
but for the medium-sized fish the fig¬ 
ures are far higher, ranging from 28.4 
to 39 per cent, for the whole of the 
North Sea and to 43 per cent. In the 
more northern portions. 

The men of the regular fishing fleet 
co-operate by forwarding to the Iabora. 
tory of the association at Lowestoft 
all the marked fish they catch. At the 
laboratory reference to the records eas¬ 
ily establishes how much the fish has 
gained In size and weight since the 
previous catching. Moreover, the dis¬ 
tance between the spot where It was 
released and the place where it was 
again caught gives an Idea as to Its 
movements. _

CODNTY BARNS STRUCK 
AND BURNED IN STORM 


VALUABLE HORSES DESTROYED 
IN HUNDLEY STABLE. 


ALSO STRUCTURE OWNED BY 
HOWARD THORNBERRY. 


LOSSES AMOUNT TO $6,000. 


The havoc of yesterday's storm will be 
quickly remedied at Huber’s Station. 
Wtfhefe the barn of J. 11. Ilundley was 
•truck by lightning and burned to the 
ground: Mr. Hundley was In Louisville 
yesterday a few hours after the storm 
muring arrangements for the rebuilding 
of the structure. and architects have al¬ 
ready begun preparing the pluns. The 
loss at the Hundley place was severe, 
and affected a number of other residents 
owing to the fact that two very tine 
horses were housed in the barn and 
wore stunned by the lightning, crushed by 
falling timbers, and subsequently re¬ 
duced to allies by flames, were owned 
Jointly by Mr. Hundley and several of his 
neighbors. 

l?ic* barn was a brick and timber struc¬ 
ture and was completely destroyed. The 
bolt which precipitated the ruin awaken¬ 
ed the entire neighborhood, tho rolling of 
the thunder being augmented by tnc 
crashing of the falling timbers and bnck. 
Tho flames broke out Immediately and 
raged fiercely. but a heavy downpour of 
rain which followed the lightning pre¬ 
vented a spread of the conflagration to 
other buildings and to the residence. 

The total 1 o*b amounts to about $ 4 , 000 . 
and Is but slightly compensated by the 
Insurance. A largo amount of hay ami 
number of valuable farm Implements were 
In the barn, and these were destroyed, 
ed. The Insurance did not cover this ma¬ 
terial at all, having been written on the 
building only. . ,, . 

, Another barn, belonging to Howard 
Thomberry, of Taylor boulevard, near 
Berry boulevard, was also struck bv a 
bolt of lightning and demolish¬ 
ed. flames spreading in the ruins consum¬ 
mating the work or havoc begun by the 
electric shock. Live stock housed In the 
born was rescued with great difficulty, the 
men Intent upon the work of salvage be¬ 
ing frequently driven back by dense vol¬ 
umes of smoke and occasional bursts of 
flame. A number of farm Implements 
stored in the structure were ruined, and 
a large stock of hay, grain and other feed 
was also lost The total damage Is esti¬ 
mated at nearly $ 2 , 000 .

NEW CRESCENT HILL PUMP 
DECIDED ON BY COMMISSION. 


In addition to the now pump to be in¬ 
stalled at the river station, the Board cf 
Waterworks has decided to install a new 
pump at the Crescent Hill station of the 
Louisville Water Company. This pump 
v 111 have a capacity or from 24.000,000 to 
30.000.nrxi gallons of w^atcy dully, and will 
add greatly t 6 the water facilities of the 
C.’ty. The new pump to be Installed ..t 
the Crescent Hill station will Increase *he 
water Supply throughout the entire sys¬ 
tem of mains. 

The now pump to be Installed at tho 
river station will cost approximately 
000, and the Crescent Hill pump will call 
for a like expenditure. Charles Htrinany, 
chief engineer of the Loulsvllte Water 
Company, said yesterday that a year cr 
fifteen months will have elapsed before 
the new pumps are in working order. 


Two Important resolutions affecting the 
whisky dealers, manufacturers. mer¬ 
chants and financiers In Louisville were 
adopted by the directors of the Board of 
Trade at a meeting held In the Exchange 
Hall yesterday afternoon. One resolution 
has regard to the preparing of un or¬ 
dinance providing for the taxation of 
manufacturing, mercantile and financial 
concerns In this city by license Instead 
of by the ad valorem system. The other 
protests against the action of the rail¬ 
roads In the Central Traffic Aasoelatlon '3 
territory in raising the minimum weight 
allowed to car loads of alcoholic liquors 
In wood from 30.000 to 36,000 pounds per 
car. 

Many of the merchants, manufacturers 
and financiers of Louisville are dissatis¬ 
fied wrlth tho present system Of taxation. 
Under this system various concerns pay 
a tax in proportion to the amount ot 
stock the concern holds. Tho merchants 
would prefer very much to have a license 
levied on them, which w'ould result, they 
say, in the taxation being much more 
equitable. This desire was brought to 
the notice of the Board of Trade, and 
yesterday the directors adopted a resolu¬ 
tion requesting the Mayor to take some 
appropriate action at the earliest possible 
time looking toward the preparing of an 
ordinance providing for taxation by li¬ 
cense Instead of by the ad valorem sys¬ 
tem. The board requests that the Mayor 
take this notion as soon as possible, so 
thut tho ordinance may be enforced pi lor 
to September 1 , 1907. 

• • • 

Argument Favoring License. 


In speaking of tho superiority of the 
license system over the ad valorem sys¬ 
tem yesterduy afternoon, a Main-street 
merchant Raid: 

“Under the present system a manufac¬ 
turer Is taxed according to how much 
Is invested In his business, and not ac¬ 
cording to the amount of business he 
does, a man may have thousands of 
dollars invlsted in stock for his business, 
and yet do a comparatively small busi¬ 
ness. He will get the 'hot end' of tuxu- 
tlon according to the i»resr*nt system. 
Another man may have little money In¬ 
vented In his business and do an extraor¬ 
dinary amount of trade. The present 
mode of taxation, of course. Is satisfac¬ 
tory to him. 

“Now. on the other hand. take the li¬ 
cense system. By this system a manu¬ 
facturer, merchant or financier is taxed 
according to the amount of business he 
does, and not according to the amount 
of money tied tip In his business. This 
system will create a more uniform tax¬ 
ation and nobody will get a 'raw' deal.' “

yesterday was that of the rais^ by rail¬ 
roads In tho minimum weight allowed on 
car loads of alcoholic liquor In wood.

Looks Like Discrimination. 


“This arrangement." a whisky man 
said, "causes us much unnecessary ex¬ 
panse and annoyance. Very often we do 
not wish to ship more than 30.000 pounds 
of alcoholic liquors In wood. According to 
this new arrangement of railroads In tbe 
Central Traffic Association*^ territory, we 
have to ship at least 3t»,00> pounds of this 
alcoholic liquor before we can get a cur. 
What Is making whisky dealers cpmplaln 
Is the fact that other articles put In 
barrels liavo not had their minimum 
weight Increased This look# like dls- 
rrlnilnujion against tis. to me “ 

At tho meeting yesterday tho directors 
of the Board of Trade had placed before 
them the fact that denatured alcohol, 
petroleum and other similar articles ship¬ 
ped In barrels, like whisky, w'ere being 
shipped at tho same rate as before, 
w'hereas alcoholic liquor In barrels had 
ha/1 the rate Increased. The increuse 
looked unfair to the directors, and yester¬ 
day upon the recommendation of the 
Transportation Commute** they adopted 
a resolution protesting against this action 
of railroads In the Central Traffic Asso¬ 
ciation's territory, which embraces the 
territory north of the Ohio river and east 
of the Mississippi river The protest of 
the board, together with the reasons for 
this protest, were ordered laid before the 
chairman of the Ontra! Traffic Associa¬ 
tion. the representatives of the railroad 
lines for that territory In this city, and 
before the members of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. This will be done 
as soon as possible.

STORY IN TEARS. 


WEEK’S PAY DUE ABSENT MAN. 


Hoping day by day since last Monday 
that her husband would return home, and 
being unable to explain his absence, Mr%

Chief Haager, with tears, that he order 
the police to join In the search for the 
inlasing man.

“He kissed me and our two cnlldren 
good-bye Monday morning gnd then start¬ 
ed for work.” the little mother told Chief 
llangcr between sobs.

Mrs. Bukrop, who Is nineteen years 
old, and who has been married three 
years. dencrll>ed her husband as being 
twenty-four years old, about five feet six 
Inches tall, weighing 160 pounds and hav¬ 
ing light hair and gray eyes She said 
thut he hud but eighty cents in his pocket 
when ho left home and that he nas a 
whole week’s pay coming to him at ihe 
factory where he was employed. 

Bukrop moved to Louisville with his 
wife soon after tho m&rvtage at their 
home in Reading, Pa., and they went to 
housekeeping at 2*32 west Walnut street, 
where they now live. She cried bitterly 
at Chief Haager** suggestion that her 
husband might have gone off with an¬ 
other woman und declared that she could 
not conrHvo of his doing such a thing, as 
he had always been so kind and affection¬ 
ate toward her. 

'He never drank and spent all his time 
when he was not working at home with 
the children and myself. she asserted 
In a voice choked with emotion. “Ho 
Jokingly told me many times that he was 
going back to Pennsylvania, but I don’t 
think he would leave without telling me 
that he was going.” 

Chief Haager comforted Mrs. Bukrop 
with the assurance that he would gee tlut 
the police made every possible effort to 
find her husband.
